He was 
for some time employed by the mine 
owners of Cripple Creek and Tellur- 
ide, during Colorado’s bloody war ot 
mining. interests. Later he appeared 
at Boise during the Haywood-Moyer 
trial. Always his appearance on the 
scene resulted in a sudden quieting ct 
Men who had dn. | 
nounced that they “were hunting for 
trouble,” vanished wh 
appeared in the! form of this quiet, de- 
termined” gun fighter, whose revolv- 
er handje is so notched with death 
scars that it looks as if a bear had 
been chewing it. , 

During Meldrim’s absence from the 
Little Snake river country, the indus- 
try of cattle rustling showed a.decided 
revival, until now it is said to be al- 
mestuas flourishing as it was before 
the day of Tom Horn. The cattle own- 
ers claim that there is a regular sys- 
tem of “railroading” stock out of the 
country. They say that most of the 
“homesteaders” 
small ranches along the Little Snake 
valley and its vicinity are not legiti- 
mate ranchmen, but are- cattle rust- 
Jers, who “pass on” the stolen stock 
into Wyoming and Utah. In this way, 
it ts claimed, thousands of head of cat- 
tle are being rustled every year. 

Jt is to break up this system that 
“Rob” Meldrum has been called upon: 
The nervy gun fighter knows: his men, 
and:he knows jns3i the capacity for re- 
sistance in each. As a general rule 
Meldrum never has recourse to. his 
weapon with which he has established 
such a record in the west.

The advantage to the plantation 
owner is very evident in that his work 
and responsibility end when his cane 
is raised, cut and loaded upon the coni- | 
panies’ cars which come. by means of 
portable tracks into his very fields, 
The efficiency of the modern ‘and elab- 
orate method of sugar making more 
-than makes up for the division of 
profits, 

These sugar houses are equipped. 
with the lgtest and ‘best. machinery. 
No expense is spared in™ this respect, 
for by the saving of even the smallest 
percentage of additional sugar the 
amount saved in the manufacture of 
@ season’s crop, often 25,000 tons or 
more, {s enormous. 

Connected with the sugar pouses are 
laboratories with a corps of chemists, 
who by continued. analysis at every 
stage in the process of manufacture 
control it so that the maximum amount 

gar is obtained, and the finished. 
product is kept up to the standard de- 
sired by the refiners in the “states.” 

This process of manufacturing the 
sugar occupies from six to eight 

“rhonths in the year, the rest of the 
time being given up to repairs and im- 
provements, ,y 
“Y With the exception of the laborers, 
r-who are of course natives, these places 
are operated by Amerjeans, and during 
the grinding season you find many col- 
onies of them situated far from the 
cities In the midst of the cane coun- 
try. Some men holding positions which 
demand their attention the year round 
have settled with their families at

a Swedish scientist allowed to escape his sys- 
tem: the: assertion that the pole Was moving 
towarés.

The reason the north pole is said to be play- 
ing hide and seek is said to be this: I 

The earth revolves ‘on its axis from west to 
east. Hence centrifugal forces tend to pull 
the regions of: the equator outward, thus giv- 
ing the tendeftey to flatten at the poles. This 


. flattening—process_is—irregular und as a conse- 


quence the “top and “bottom” of the earth 
tend to flit about from place to place. 
“Try this scheme with a rubber ball. Soft 
rubber is best; {t shows the flattening better 
than hard rubber. " Push a nail through the 
ball, making it an‘'axis, and then tie strings to 
each end-of.the nail, Hold the strings Jn your 
right hand and twirl them over your head.
